The Weather of this Iſle is leſs 
certain then in the reſt of the Ca- 
ribbee Tſlands ;, the moſt obferva- 
ble wett ſeaſons are in November 
or May; there being no ſeem- 
able Winter but by a little more 
Rain, and Thunder, in the winter 
months, 

The winds here conſtantly blow 
all the day from nine in the mor- 
ning eaſterly, and become more 
freſher as the Su mounteti1 
higher, by reaſon of which, ar 
midd-day Travel or Lahovy is (uf- 
terable. Bur from eight at Nzght 
to about eight in the Mornipg, it 
frequently blows Weſterly ; and

This 7/e is not over-plentifully 


watered with Rivers, or Freſh 
Springs, there being but one that 


may | 
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may appropriate to it ſelf that 
Name, or rather a Lake, which 
runnech not far into the Lard; 
yet notwithſtanding, the 1yhabi- 
tants are not deſtitute thereof 
for the Countrey lying low, and 
for the moſt part even, there are 
ſeveral Pools or Poxds ; beſides, 
moſt Houſes have Wells or Ciſterns 
which are always ſupplyed with 
Rain-water.

gliſh, and ſuch of his Majeſties 
Subjects in New- Enzland, Virei- 
nia; and Bermudoes: And in ex- 
change of thoſe Commodities, they 
take ſuch as are neceſlary for the 
uſe of man, as well for tlie Back 
and Belly, as for their Houſes, and 
Plantations ; with many of which, 
they are ſupplyed from New-Eng-
